Divorce in the modern world 
ranges over all the stages be- 
tween virtual prohibition and 
mutual arrangement between 
the two parties. 


Divorce in the ancient world 
did just’ the same. In. the 
Athens of Pericles a husband 
could obtain a divorce whenever 
he wished. A wife’ whenever 
the High Judge (Archon) 
thought it right. :

Now the leading lights of 
Burns Federation have had a 
avith the respons dle. exccutives 
the: Butlin org sation, and 
accepted provisionally a £10,000 
donation. from Mr Butlin which 
would start a fund to build oa 
momorial theatre, 

‘The Butlln people have also offer- 
ed free a site near the camp. It lies 
between the cump and Doon- 
foot, sweeping down from the Ayr- 
Dunure Read to ‘the sea, Th has a 
fine view of Ayr Harbour and the 
bay. . 

When Mr Butlin returns from the 
United States In December, there 
will be another mecting, and it Js 
expected that he will hand over the 
cheque publicly, as well as the title 
deeds for the ground, and so launch 
the Burns ‘Memorial Theatre Fund. 


Target OF £100,000 


The Federation have been busy 
working, out details of such an ap- 
peal to the public. The aim to have 
n fund target of £100,000, and Mr 
John S. Clarke, the president, has 
already suggested unofficially that it 
would be fine if the duilding were 
made of Aberdeen granite ond that 
the wood for It could come as gifts 
from the British | Empire. Another 
idea.is to send Burns speakers all 
over ‘the world to appeal for funds. 
‘This would be backed by the Burns 
Memorial Trust. 


The financial future of such’ a 
Memorial Theatre would be assured, 
fur in the’ last 12 months no fewer 
than 105,000 people visited the cot- 
tage where the ploughman poct was 
born. That-is pretty well the figure 
that could be expected yearly to 
visit a memorial theatre, If such a 
building js erected—and there is 
little chance ef the project falling 
down now—there would be a garden 
layout and — cafes and restaurants 
which would all contribute to . the 
tipkeep of_the_place,_It_seems to be 
n going concern at 
these years, thanks 
an Englishman.

Washington, ‘Dec. 1.—The construction of a 
super-secret proving ground for test-firing new 
types of atomic weapons has begun on remote 
Eniwetok atoll, in the middle of the Pacific Ocean, 
the Atomic Energy Commission announced today. 

Native inhabitants, numbering: about. 146, will 
be evacuated from the tiny ring of coral islands, and 
all outsiders will.be barred from the huge outdoor 
laboratory where the armed forces will conduct 
“continuing” experiments. with peaceful as well as 


military atomic devices. 


The ntoll is about 200 miles 
northwest of Bikini lagoon, 
where ‘the first atomic bomb 
tests were held last year. It is 
on the extreme outer fringe of 
the Marshall Islands group, 
which the United States holds 
under a trusteeship agreement 
with the United Nations. © An 
official announcement — said the 
entire area would be declared a
